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(57) <Claims> 

1. A positioning jig device for a vehicle body frame, 
comprising: 

a positioning jig (20) for positioning and fixing a 
vehicle body frame (12); 

a positioning robot (22) for holding one end of said 
positioning jig (20), supplying said positioning jig (20) 
to a working position for said vehicle body frame (12), 
and positioning said vehicle body frame (12) in a desired 

attitude ; and 

a positioning jig holder mechanism (24) for holding 

another end of said positioning jig (20) whose one end is 

held by said positioning robot (22), said positioning jig 

holder mechanism (24) being disposed in said working 

position and having an engaging member (172 r 174, 176, 

178) with which the other end of said positioning jig (20) 

is detachably engageable, 

wherein said engaging member (172, 174, 176, 178) is 

swingable and extendable based on a position of the other 

end of said positioning jig (20) corresponding to a 

desired attitude of said vehicle body frame (12) set by 

said positioning robot (22), and said vehicle body frame 

(12) is positioned and fixed by said positioning jig (20) 

of which both ends are held by said positioning robot (22) 

and said positioning jig holder mechanism (24). 
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2. A positioning jig device according to claim 1, 
wherein said positioning jig holder mechanism (24) has a 
support (134) by which said engaging member (172 r 174 , 176 , 
178) is swingably and retract ably supported. 

3. A positioning jig device according to claim 2, 
wherein said engaging member (172, 174 , 176 , 178) is 
supported by said support (134) while being retractable 
with respect to the other end of said positioning jig (20) 
through a resilient member (16 6) in order to absorb shocks 
that are produced when the other end of said positioning 
jig (20) engages with said engaging member (172, 174, 176, 
178) .

REASONS 

The recitation in the claims of the subject 
application does not meet the requirement of the Section 
36(6) (ii) of the Patent Law as mentioned below. 

NOTES 

The recitation "movably holding" in claim 1 is 
unclear in the following points: 

1) which direction the positioning jig is movable (it is 
suggested clearly reciting that the positioning jig is 
movable in F direction and G direction); and 

2) how the present invention operates by "movably 
holding" (specifically, it is suggested clarifying how the 
feature of "movably holding" contributes to the object of 
positioning a vehicle body frame highly accurately using 
a minimum number of positioning jigs"). 

The element "resilient member* in claim 3 is 
indefinite. It is not clear which direction the 
w resilient member" urges the engaging member or how the 
"resilient member" operates. 

Therefore, the invention defined by claims 1-3 is 
not clear.
